The argument in the case of E. M. 
Flack's heirs vs. J. O. Cook, for $20,-

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Through squalls of rain and undet 
low hanging clouds Field Marshal 
Haig is blazing the way with his ar- 
tillery for another raid into the Ger- 
man line in Flanders. 

Since the great advance of the mid- 
week the British infantry hag kept to 
the trenches and shell craters, except 
where forays were called for to re- 
align the new front of counter-attacks 
were necessary to hold back weak 
German attempts to recapture lost ter- 
rain. But the big guns never ceased 
their activity and day in and day out 
great masses of steel have been blast- 
ing the German points which are 
mapped for capture when the drive 
is launched. The Germans are ans- 
wering the British fire on various 
sectors. 

Particularly heavy is the bombard- 
ment in the region running from Lang- 
emarck on the Zonnebeke, and es- 
pecially to the east of the latter town 
where wedges of the British have 
been pushed in almost within striking 
distance of the Osten-Lille road. 

When the new offensive will be 
sprung cannot be predicted. Several 
days may elapse before Haig has suf- 
ficiently pounded the Germans to 
warrant sending his men across No 
Man's Land to the objectives assign- 
ed to them for capture, or the process 
of demolition already may have ad- 
vanced to the point where the first 
grey streaks of dawn of Monday may 
see its commencement. 

The army of the German crown 
prince in Champagne again has en- 
deavored to dent the French line but 
again has failed with considerable loss 
in men killed or made prisoners. The 
heavy artillery duel continues along 
the eastern bank of the Muse river in 
the Verdun sector. 

Comparative quite prevails on the 
northern portion of the front in Rus- 
sia and along this line to Rumania.;ln 
Rumania, however, the Russian in an 
attack northwest of the town of Se- 
reth ceptured a Teutonic allied posi- 
tion, made prisoners of 762 nt 
also took seven machine guns. Under 
a heavy artillery fire the Russians lat- 
er were compelled to evacuate the po- 
sition, having previously repulsed 
several enemy infantry counter-at- 
tacks. 

Daily the Italians and Austrians are 
engaged in battles for supremacy 011 
the slopes of Monte San Gabriele 111 . 
the Got izia sector. In the latest fight 
the Italians captured many positions 
on the northern slopes and also took 
prisoners. On several other sectt ra 
of ftU theater the Austrians have it 
livered attacks but everywhere Natl 
were repulsed.

Ypres Slaughter Pen. 

With the British secure in all the 
position* they won Thursday along 
more than eight miles of front of the 
Ypres sector in Flanders, Field Mar- 
shal Haig's men were busy Friday 
consolidating their newly won posi- 
tions and preparing for another hack 
into the German lines when the time 
becomes propitious. Nothing but the 
dropping of shells from German 
guns served to interrupt the breathing 
spell the British were taking, except 
here and there small counterattacks 
which lacked the usual strength the 
Germans employ in endeavoring to 
regain lost ground. In addition to 
the enormous casualties inflicted on 
the Germans, the British captured 
4,446 prisoners in Thursday's attacks, 
among them 114 officers. Not only 
have the Brittsh wrenched away ma- 
ny vital strongholds, but they have 
inflicted almost unprecedented casual

Knullsh military engineers recently 
have made experiments demonstrating 
that It Is pontile and desirable to 
build the highest types of road MP 
f • • I for the temporary or emergency 
movement of artillery and supplier 
Road* built with asphalt sent from 
England have been constructed In the 
rear of the Franco-Belgian front. 
Hoads so Improved gave better rerv- 
le«. than any type attempted under the 
Swift nnd heavy movement neccssl 
tatcd by the artillery action which 
precedes Infantry attacks. It was 
obsenvj*! that motortrucks and gun 
carriages suffered no Injury In move- 
ment over these hastily constructed 
pavements, while frequent breakdowns 
were experienced when road building 
was not attempted. 

Following those experiments a mis- 
sion. Including officers of the British 
and French engineer corps, looked 
over the pavements In the environs 
of Paris built lu the last three or four 
years. Among other roads Inspected 
was the asphalt pavement lnld on the 
road to Versailles, which has been 
carrying heavy military traffic ever 
since the war started. As a result 
of these experiments ond Investiga- 
tions It hns been Ueclded, wherever 
possible, to construct similar surfnees 
for the movement of military trnfflc 
In regions where roads have been de- 
stroyed or where they may be made 
by battle plans.

As the attacking 
troops went out in quest of great ad- 
venture over the mist-shrouded slopes 
the vast protective artillery barrage 
caught in its merciless swirl large 
numbers of the enemy, who, by coin- 
cidence also, had been massing for an 
early morning attack along a wide 
front extending from the neighbor- 1 destroyed 
hood of Zonebeck to the Polygood 
wood. Some five divisions of Ger- 
man troops were actively involved, 
three of these having been hur- 
riedly rushed up in reserve in order to 
support their comrades in the front 
lines when the German attack should 
begin. A solid wall of breaking shells 
plowed through them in a hurricane 
of death and they lie in countless 
thousands amid the devastation that 
the barrage left in its w ake. Part of 
these ill-fated troops were the famous 
guardsmen in whom the German em- 
peror had taken such pride in the 
days gone by. But these massed 
troops were not the only ones to suf- 
fer, for reports from prisoners all 
along the line i/.dioate that the Ger- 
mans lost heavily throughout the ter- 
ritory involved. At many places Gar- 
mans ran in terror or were captured 
in large numbers as the British attack 
began. Ail day streams of broken 
prisoners continued pojring into the 
British cage8 in the rear. Perhaps 
half of them were wounded, some 
blinded and some with shattered 
limbs, a pitiful sight even to those 
hardened to such scenes. 



Letters From Home.

Dunant, a Swi: s tourist, witnessed 
the bufferings of thirty thousand 
French, Italians and Austrians, as they 
lay wounded on the battlefield of Sol- 
ferino for days, uncared for. Haunt- 
er! by the memory of the neglected 
horrors of this field of blood, he felt 
that the world must know what he 
had seen, anfl he wrote a tract, the 
Sauvenir of Solferino. 

The ghastly pages of this pamphlet 
aroused intense interest all over Eu- 
rope, and as a direct result, in 1864 
fourteen nations sent delegates to a 
conference held at ^Geneva, for the 
purpose of discussing some method 
of caring for the sick and wounded in 
time of war. Up to this time, such a 
thing as a trained nurse never had 
been heard of, and organized and ef- 
ficient care of wounded men was u; ■ 
Known; it was all left to chance and to 
any unskilled, amateur effort that 
might be at hand. One can scarcely 
realize that this simple, Christian idea 
ofpracticil help is only about fifty 
years old, and that it took humanity 
nearly two thousand years to wake up 
to the necessity for such an organiza- 
tion. The aftermath of all the bat- 
tles of history, from Hastings to Get- 
tysburg, have sent out their piiiful 
call, but it seems that Dunant was the 
first to hear and heed. The result of 
this meeting at Geneva was the sign- 
ing of a treaty by the fourteen na- 
tions to be known as the Red Cross 
Treaty, in which it was set forth each 
nation should extend its sanction, au- 
thority and protection, to this volun- 
teer relief organization in times of
